School,  the  lanky,  6-foot,  6-ineh  Canadi¬ 
an  spent  three  days  last  summer  clois¬ 
tered  in  a  Baltimore-area  hotel  with  four 
dozen  other  new  teachers.  All  came  from 
the  12  high  schools  in  the  United  States 
run  by  the  Congregation  of  St.  Francis 
Xavier,  and  they  were  there  to  study  the 
educational  and  moral  traditions  of  the 
Xaverian  order.  Under  the  tutelage  of  re¬ 
ligious  educators,  they  explored  the  Xave¬ 
rian  dedication  to  high  standards,  to 
building  personal  relationships,  to  pray¬ 


er,  and  to  promoting  peace.  Thornton, 
like  the  majority  of  the  teachers  who  went 
to  the  retreat,  isn’t  Catholic.  But  the  in¬ 
structors  prayed  regularly  at  the  session, 
and  so  did  he,  much  to  the  delight  of 
those  who  run  Malden  Catholic.

C.F.X.,  the  school’s  prin¬ 
cipal,  argues  that  when 
new  teachers  share  Mal¬ 
den’s  values,  they  “tend  to 
build  strong  bonds  to  the 
school  that  are  reflected 
in  their  work.”  Malden 
Catholic’s  teachers  have 
produced  strong  results 
indeed.  The  545-student 
school,  which  sits  in  a 
largely  blue-collar  area, 
serves  many  disadvan¬ 
taged  students;  40  per¬ 
cent  qualify  for  federally 
subsidized  school  meals. 

Ninety  percent  of  appli¬ 
cants  are  admitted  on  the 
basis  of  their  scores  on  a 
high  school  admissions 
test  and,  if  their  scores 
are  low,  an  interview. 

They  arrive  at  the  school  with  a  wide 
range  of  abilities.  About  half  receive  some 
financial  aid  to  help  with  the  $5,275  an¬ 
nual  tuition,  and  as  many  as  half  of  the 
school’s  entering  freshmen  score  below 
the  50th  percentile  on  the  Scholastic 
Testing  Service’s  High  School  Placement 


teaching  profession,  isn’t 
surprised  that  a  school 
dedicated  to  developing 
loyalty  and  verve  among 
teacher  recruits  would  get 
such  results.  The  careful 
cultivation  of  new  teach¬ 
ers  is  a  rarity  in  high 
schools.  But  seasoning  re¬ 
cruits  results  in  instruc¬ 
tors  who  work  harder  and 
smarter  than  the  many 
new  teachers  who  are 
merely  given  classrooms 
and  left  to  do  the  educa¬ 
tional  equivalent  of  piece¬ 
work,  says  Darling-Ham- 
mond.  Not  surprisingly, 
new  teachers  who  aren’t 
nurtured  are  more  likely 
to  develop  a  clock-punch¬ 
ing  perspective  and  their 
students’  learning  suffers. 

Search  for  values.  Malden  Catholic’s 
faculty-building  begins  with  searching 
out  teachers  who  share  the  school’s 
strongly  held  educational  and  moral  val¬ 
ues  even  before  they’re  hired.  This  has  be¬ 
come  increasingly  important  to  Catholic

schools  like  Malden,  which  have  come  to 
rely  more  and  more  on  lay  faculty  as  the 
number  of  nuns  and  brothers  has  de¬ 
clined.  “A  real  teacher  loves  the  educa¬ 
tional  process,  loves  his  or  her  students, 
and  believes  that  the  task  he  does  is  really 
sacred,”  says  Brother  Richard  Cook, 
C.F.X.*  the  school’s  headmaster,  who 
hires  the  school’s  staff  and  manages  its  fi¬ 
nances.  “We  actively  search  for  people 
with  that  breadth  of  vi¬ 
sion.”  That  searching  in¬ 
volves  interviewing  as 
many  as  seven  or  eight 
candidates  for  each  job 
opening— a  luxury  many 
public  schools  that  are 
locked  into  union-backed 
seniority-based  staffing 
systems  don’t  have.  It 
was  Malden  Catholic’s 
commitment  to  building 
bonds  between  students 
and  teachers  that  attract¬ 
ed  Thornton, 

Once  school  starts, 

Malden  Catholic’s  leaders 
are  quick  to  signal  to  new 
teachers  that  the  quality 
of  their  work  counts. 

Nine  times  during  the 
first  six  weeks  of  school 


last  fall,  the  headmaster,  the  principal, 
the  assistant  principal,  and  the  history 
department  chairman  entered  Thorn¬ 
ton’s  classroom  unannounced  to  observe 
his  teaching.  “We  can  get  a  fairly  good 
feel  for  [prospective  teachers’]  grasp  of 
their  subjects  through  their  school  and 
employment  records  and  through  the  in¬ 
terview'  process,”  says  Principal  Puccio. 
“The  wild  card  is  always  what  happens 


when  you  put  them  in  front  of  25  adoles¬ 
cents,  So  we  try  to  get  a  sense  of  the  dy¬ 
namic  between  teachers  and  students  in 
classrooms  and  how  it  furthers  the  learn¬ 
ing  process.” 

Mentoring.  One  of  the  most  effective 
steps  Malden  Catholic  takes  is  to  provide 
each  of  the  newcomers  with  a  mentor. 
The  program  was  introduced  four  years 
ago  to  counter  the  often  devastating  isoia- 
tion  that  new  teachers 
face.  Nationwide,  about  a 
third  of  new  teachers 
leave  the  profession  with¬ 
in  five  years.  In  some 
of  the  toughest  urban 
schools,  the  teacher-drop- 
out  figure  can  climb  as 
high,  as  50  percent.  Many 
first-year  teachers  in 
those  circumstances  de¬ 
scribe  their  sense  that 
they  have  been  aban¬ 
doned  in  their  class¬ 
rooms,  says  Darling- 
Hammond.  She  notes 
that  only  about  5  to  10 
percent  of  teachers  who 
have  had  mentors  give  up 
teaching  so  quickly. 

Malden  Catholic  gave 
Thornton  two  mentors,

even  though  he  had  already  taught  for 
several  years  in  three  other  schools.  Vet¬ 
eran  history  teacher  Jay  Barry  and  social 
studies  teacher-athletic  director  Richard 
Mazzei  volunteered  to  work  with  Thorn¬ 
ton,  and  their  relationship  with  him  has 
been  anything  but  superficial.  Between 
them,  the  mentors  drop  by  Thornton’s 
classroom  a  couple  of  times  a  day  to  lend 
him  a  hand.  They  frequently  sit  in  on  his 
classes  and  he  on  theirs.  And  they  talk 
constantly  outside  the  classroom.  Barry 
was  the  one  who  helped  Thornton  under¬ 
stand  the  school’s  complicated  numerical 
grading  system.  Mazzei  took  it  upon  him¬ 
self  to  invite  Thornton  and  new  theology 
teacher  Joe  LaFerlita  to  a  Boston  Red  Sox 
game  last  fall.  Between  innings,  they  dis¬ 
cussed  strategies  for  dealing  with  difficult 
students.  “You  want  new  teachers  to 
come  in  and  be  part  of  the  mission  of 
Malden  Catholic,”  Mazzei  says.  Early  in 
the  school  year  Thornton  was  quite  anx¬ 
ious  about  the  constant  watchfulness  of 
Mazzei,  Barry,  and  Malden  Catholic’s 
leaders,  but  he  has  come  to  appreciate  the 
benefits.  “It  keeps  you  focused,”  he  says. 

Investing  in  teachers.  Malden  Catholic 
is  relentless  in  encouraging  that  sense  of 
professional  purpose  in  Thornton  and 
other  new  teachers.  It  requires  teachers 
to  have  or  be  working  toward  a  master’s 
degree.  The  school  also  encourages  its 
teachers  to  draw  on  Boston’s  many  re¬ 
sources  to  enhance  the  teachers’  grasp  of 
their  subjects.  Not  long  after  school  be¬ 
gan  this  fall,  Thornton  was  given  time  off 
from  his  classroom  duties  to  attend  a  lec¬ 
ture  on  world  economics  at  the  Boston 
branch  of  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank;  the 
school  drew  on  its  cadre  of  administra¬ 
tors  to  cover  for  him.  Malden  Catholic’s 
entire  faculty  has  spent  several  daylong 
sessions  together  in  the  past  two  years, 
exploring  nuts-and-bolts  topics  like  les¬ 
son  planning  and  how  to  vary  teaching 
styles.  Often,  the  groups  are  led  by  out¬ 
side  experts. 

To  Puccio  and  Cook,  Malden  Catho¬ 
lic’s  investment  in  high-quality,  caring 
teachers  is  a  necessity  rather  than  a  luxu¬ 
ry.  A  lot  of  work  is  required  to  guide  the 
large  population  of  disadvantaged  stu¬ 
dents  through  a  rigorous  curriculum  that 
includes  four  years  of  math,  English,  and 
theology.  Each  faculty  member  must  be 
available  for  tutoring  for  an  hour  after 
school  every  day,  and  each  must  make 
time  to  supervise  in-school  study  centers 
that  are  open  throughout  the  regular 
school  day.  All  this  evidence  of  dedica¬ 
tion  gives  Malden  a  huge  advantage  in 
its  effort  to  push  students  academically. 
“When  kids  know  you  well,  when  they 
believe  you  care,  they’re  more  willing

Thornton.  “And  when  they  go  home, 
they  say,  ‘Oh,  Mr.  Thornton— I  can’t  let 
him  down,  I  have  to  get  his  homework 
done.’  ” 

Malden  Catholic’s  commitment  to 
quality  teaching  inevitably  livens  up 
classrooms,  and  that  is  the  surest  way  to 
keep  students  engaged  with  their  work. 
Constantly  circulating  among  his  stu¬ 
dents,  frequently  rearranging  desks  like  a 
general  trying  out  different  battle  plans, 
routinely  taking  pains  to  link  the  history 
he  teaches  to  today’s  world,  the  26-year- 
old  Thornton  exhibits  a  youthful  exuber¬ 
ance  that  captivates  the  restless  teenagers 
he  teaches.  During  a  recent  European  his¬ 
tory  class,  he  had  students  thinking  about 
the  parallels  between  the  spectators 
who  watched  the  Roman  gladiators  and 


American  sports  fans. 

His  enthusiasm  for  his  work  and  his 
appreciation  for  the  way  he  has  been 
treated  by  veteran  teachers  and  school  of¬ 
ficials  are  clearly  the  things  that  have 
kept  him  happy  at  Malden  Catholic.  It 
certainly  isn’t  the  pay.  Starting  salaries 
at  Malden  Catholic  are  $23,000— that’s 
$1,000  lower  than  those  of  Malden’s  pub¬ 
lic  school  district  and  $11,000  lower  than 
those  of  the  Boston  public  schools.  By  giv¬ 
ing  teachers  a  sense  of  support  and  a  feel¬ 
ing  they  belong  to  a  community  with  a 
grand  mission,  Malden  Catholic  doesn't 
have  a  very  hard  time  getting  its  teachers 
to  work  harder  for  less.  ■

Reverend  Brother  Cook,  members  of  the  Clergy,  faculty  and  administration,  honored  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Golden  Jubilarian  Class  of  1949,  parents,  family,  friends,  and  fellow  graduates: 

It  is  my  pleasure  and  honor  to  welcome  you  to  Malden  Catholic’s  sixty-third  commence¬ 
ment  ceremony. 

Now  that  the  class  of  1999  is  leaving  Malden  Catholic,  we  need  to  conclude  what  impact 
the  MC  experience  has  had  on  our  lives.  Albert  Einstein  summarized  one  portion  of  this 
lesson  when  he  said,  “The  important  thing  is  not  to  stop  questioning.  Curiosity  has  its  own 
reason  for  existing.”  I  hope  that  we  can  all  move  forward  with  the  same  mindset.  Even 
though  I  cannot  speak  for  all  of  us,  I  can  say  with  a  fair  amount  of  certainty  that  most  of  us 
have  a  newfound  love  for  learning.  We  have  been  guided  for  the  past  four  years  by  some  of 
the  best  teachers  of  America.  US  News  &  World  Report  would  agree.  What  they  did  not 
acknowledge  is  the  deeper  impact  that  they  had  upon  us.

This  is  the  origin 
of  our  love  for  learning.  The  teachers  and  the  rest  of  the  faculty  impressed  upon  us  that 
learning  is  essential,  even  if  it  encompasses  nights  that  never  end  to  finish  a  lab  report  or  a 
term  paper.  Of  course  we  will  always  question  and  be  curious;  life  is  now  our  classroom.  We 
have  been  shown  that  keeping  the  educational  process  alive  is  the  way  to  complete  our  lives. 

So,  is  that  where  our  lesson  from  Malden  Catholic  ends?  Of  course  not.  Malden  Catholic 
is  a  high  school  based  on  more  than  just  an  excellent  academic  education.  Socrates  once  said, 
“To  do  is  to  be.”  Throughout  all  four  years  at  MC,  every  student  has  immersed  himself  in 
action,  in  doing.  The  hard  work  and  diligence  of  the  students  caused  great  success  in  extra¬ 
curricular  activities,  such  as  the  award-winning  Crystal  99,  math  team,  mock  trial,  and  many 
others.  Our  proud  athletic  program,  including  our  successful  wrestling  and  lacrosse  teams, 
takes  root  in  constant  practice  from  the  athletes  and  Lancer  fan  support.  We  saw  the  results  of 
this  hard  work  three  days  ago  at  the  awards  banquet,  at  which  hard-working  students  received 
the  recognition  they  deserve  for  their  labors  on  the  field  and  in  the  classroom.  We  have  been 
left  with  the  drive  to  be  active  in  our  school,  which  I  hope  we  will  continue  energetically 
when  we  enter  the  next  stage  of  life. 

Our  “doing’  does  not  stop  with  those  two  examples.  The  class  of  1999  has  done  consider¬ 
able  and  valuable  community  service  throughout  our  four  years  here.  A  local  food  charity, 
Saint  Paul’s  Supper  Club,  has  been  constant  and  dedicated  to  helping  to  feed  the  hungry 
people  of  the  Malden  area,  but  only  through  the  help  of  volunteers  like  the  students  and 
faculty  who  assist  them.  Our  role  in  the  Hot  Dog  Safari  and  the  Joe  O’Donnell  film  premieres 
provide  us  with  extremely  enjoyable  ways  of  raising  money  for  the  Joey  Fund.  MC  has  also 
been  present  at  the  Walk-for-Hunger  for  the  past  years.  Malden  Catholic  has  instilled  in  us 
the  wisdom  that  we  are  not  the  only  people  on  this  earth  and  there  are  others  out  there  to 
whom  we  have  an  obligation  to  help. 

To  do  is  to  be.  If  we  follow  the  meaning  of  Socrates’  words,  the  students  of  Malden 
Catholic  do  truly  exist.  We  make  our  presence  known. 

Now,  Malden  Catholic  is  entering  a  time  of  change.  Our  beloved  headmaster  Brother 
Richard  Cook  is  retiring  and  Brother  Robert  Green  will  take  over.  Will  this  at  all  change 
these  lessons  that  we  now  hold?  That  would  be  impossible.  There  will  be  changes,  of  course, 
in  a  school  with  a  new  headmaster,  but  Malden  Catholic  will  always  dedicate  itself  to  giving 
its  students  the  best  education  possible  and  to  instilling  its  young  men  a  solid  value  system. 

I  know  I  would  never  have  been  able  to  achieve  this  honored  position  without  the  help  and 
guidance  of  the  MC  community.  Also,  my  family  has  always  been  there  for  me,  no  matter 
when  I  needed  their  help.  My  friends  have  also  supported  me  throughout  the  good  and  bad.  I 
feel  I  can  speak  for  the  rest  of  my  class  when  say  to  all  of  our  families  and  friends,  “Thank 
you.” 

I  hope  and  trust  that  for  each  of  my  classmates  a  great  life  ahead  if  rooted  in  the  lessons  we 
have  learned  at  Malden  Catholic.

Reverend  Brother  Cook,  Golden  Jubilarian  Class  of  1949,  faculty  and  administration,  par¬ 
ents,  family,  friends,  and  classmates,  I  am  honored  to  have  the  chance  to  speak  to  you  today. 

For  my  classmates,  this  will  not  be  the  first  time  that  I  have  addressed  you  as  a  group.  On 
two  other  occasions,  I  have  spoken  about  myself  and  my  views  during  Student  Activities 
Council  election  campaigns.  Last  year,  it  was  my  job  to  follow  up  a  grandiose  comical  speech 
by  Matt  Bowie.  Because  of  my  lack  of  a  sense  of  humor,  1  began  my  speech  by  telling  the  class 
that  I  had  no  jokes  to  tell.  So  after  losing  the  election,  I  figured  I  had  better  become  class 
Valedictorian  to  share  the  stage  with  our  esteemed  president. 

I  come  to  you  bearing  the  message  that  change  is  in  the  air.  But  for  those  of  us  sitting  here, 
it  is  already  all  too  apparent.  The  events  that  have  taken  place  in  the  past  two  weeks  -  the  prom, 
awards  banquet.  Baccalaureate  Mass,  culminating  today  at  graduation  -  are  very  different 
celebratory  activities  that  have  pulled  our  class  out  of  its  everyday  high  school  routine.  Even 
the  school  as  a  whole  faces  many  changes  at  present.  Graduating  along  with  us  today  is  our 
esteemed  headmaster,  Bro.  Richard  Cook,  who  now  passes  on  the  reigns  to  Bro.  Robert  Green. 
Our  school’s  enrollment  will  increase  by  nearly  100  students  next  year.  Six  or  so  new  teachers 
will  be  hired  for  the  upcoming  school  year.  Even  with  all  of  these  changes  surrounding  today’s 
ceremony,  we  must  all  be  assured  that  one  constant  remains  -  the  Malden  Catholic  community. 

When  considering  the  MC  community,  I  cannot  help  but  think  of  the  first  time  that  I  truly 
felt  a  sense  of  the  spirit  and  camaraderie  that  it  exemplifies.  The  date  was  November  1 1,  1995. 
Quarterback  James  Perry  and  the  Malden  Catholic  Lancer  Football  team  stormed  into  Danvers, 
MA  to  take  on  archrival  St.  John’s  Prep.  The  team,  though  already  fired  up  on  its  own  accord, 
was  boosted  by  a  busload  of  over  50  MC  students,  parents,  teachers,  and  administrators.  Stu¬ 
dents,  including  myself,  covered  themselves  in  Blue  and  Gold  war  paint,  and  marched  with  the 
newly  formed  Lancer  Loonies  in  a  halftime  celebration  lap.  Some  sly  characters  even  managed 
to  snag  an  endzone  pylon  that  caused  Mr.  Arria  to  smile,  but  not  to  let  us  keep  it. 

When  I  came  home  later  that  day,  my  face  was  smeared  with  the  school  colors,  and  my 
voice  was  hoarse  from  shouts  of,  ‘‘Go  Lancers!”  and  “MC’s  got  the  power!”  Since  then,  1  have 
felt  myself  imbued  with  the  spirit  that  runs  through  the  veins  of  all  that  have  been  a  part  of  this 
community.  That  spirit  has  led  me  to  try  to  be  as  good  a  representative  of  the  school  as  I  could 
be.  I’ve  seen  in  this  school  a  more  subtle  spirit  reflected  in  quiet,  daily  commitment  to  our 
goals  as  students:  namely,  learning  lessons,  meeting  challenges,  and  forming  friendships.  But 
despite  anything  I  have  done  for  the  school,  it  has  done  so  much  more  for  me. 

Today,  I  urge  all  of  you,  classmates,  to  consider  the  effect  that  MC  has  had  on  your  life  in  its 
fullness:  academically,  spiritually,  socially,  and  athletically  over  the  past  four  years.  All  of  us 
have  grown  from  young  adolescents  with  a  narrow  world-view,  to  young  adults,  actively  mak¬ 
ing  choices  that  will  create  the  path  of  our  future.  As  we  look  out  at  the  class  of  ’49  today,  we 
see  a  group  of  people  whose  time  here  meant  enough  to  their  lives  to  come  back  and  join  newer 
graduates  in  celebrating  their  commencement.  As  many  gathered  here  today  can  attest,  this 
community  can  and  has  served  as  a  guiding  force  in  the  lives  of  its  members.  This  is  most 
obvious  when  we  members  of  the  graduating  class  consider  the  most  challenging  times  in  our 
lives  over  the  past  four  years.  Indeed,  our  community  has  lost  many  of  its  dearest  members 
over  the  years,  most  recently  the  energetic  president  of  our  parents  club,  Mr.  Richard  Cogliandro, 
and  Mrs.  Christine  Arria,  our  main  office  secretary  and  dear  friend,  whom  we  especially  re¬ 
member  today.  Personally,  the  most  defining  moment  in  my  life  at  this  school  was  the  support 
that  I  received  in  the  wake  of  my  younger  brother’s  death  last  year.  I  know  that  type  of  support 
was  not  specific  to  my  case.  I  have  witnessed  countless  times  the  coming  together  of  the 
Malden  Catholic  community  to  reach  out  to  its  members  in  need.  This,  above  all  else,  is  the 
reason  we  know  that  even  in  leaving  we  hold  a  place  in  the  heart  of  MC.  And  this  is  why  the 
changes  that  we  face  in  graduation,  and  the  changes  the  school  faces  in  the  upcoming  months, 
will  be  met  and  overcome  with  pride  and  class. 

Now,  class  of  1999,  it  is  time  to  say  goodbye.  In  graduation,  we  affirm  that  our  time  here 
has  prepared  us  to  accept  our  roles  as  members  of  the  larger  community  that  we  now  set  out  to 
explore.  But  if  there  is  one  message  that  I  would  like  to  bring  out  today,  it  is  that  for  members 
of  the  Malden  Catholic  community,  there  really  is  no  goodbye.  Our  familiar  school  chant 
reminds  us  gathered  here  that,  “We  are  MC.”  As  graduates,  students,  parents,  administrators, 
and  faculty,  we  are  all  integral  members  of  an  educational  and  spiritual  community  whose 
bonds  do  not  simply  disappear  after  four  years.  Remember  this,  and  realize  that  in  going  our 
separate  ways,  we  go  in  the  name  and  spirit  of  God  and  of  Malden  Catholic.
